Agricultural Teachers Wanted. 
W ashington, April 30.—The United 
Stares B ureau of Education today is­ 
sued an appeal for ag ricu ltu ral teach­ 
ers in high schools. The bureau inci­ 
dentally pointed o u t th a t while the 
salaries of the m ajority of m ale teach 
ers in the high schools average only 
$700, the teachers of ag ricu ltu re wrere 
receiving $1,200. 
‘ Lack of teachers” is the explana­ 
tion offered by the bureau 
as 
the 
cause for the higher remuneration for 
those who teach 
agriculture. 
“Not 
nly is it found that 
the 
average 
I i>a,y of instructors in agriculture is 
higher than th at of other teachers,” 
says the bureau, ‘‘but that teachers 
who are able to give such instruction 
in addition to regular wrork command 
better salaries than they otherwise 
would, and are more likely to be ad­ 
vanced to principals^ps than if they 
had not specialized in agriculture.”

THE FAMOUS INDIIN 


FIGHT IT DOBIE WALLS 


Oklahoma City.—“ When Rill} Dix­ 
on of Cimmaron County, 
Oklahoma, 
an old government scout and buffalo 
hunter, died a few weeks ago," said 
William Tilghman, ex-chief of Okla­ 
homa City's police, “there were loft 
but few survivors of the Dobie Walls’ 
fight against the allied bands of South 
Plains Indians that took 
place 
in 
what is now Hutchinson county. Tex­ 
as, June, 1874 “ 
Tilghman, himself a buffalo Uniter 
forty years ago, was acquainted with 
Dixon and others taking part in de­ 
fense of ‘ the walls,” whom he fre­ 
quently met on the 
plains, 
at 
the 
hunters’ supply stations and around 
Dodge City. Tilghman was not in th** 
fight, although many times he put in­ 


mud. A man named Kimball .had a 
blacksmith shop, Jim Hanrahan had 
a saloon and Myers and T^eonard from 
Dodge conducted a store. That made 
up the settlement when the Indian-, 
yielding to prophecies of their med­ 
icine men, swooped down upon the 
population. There have been various 
estimates of the number of Indians 
in the battle. The late Quanah Parker 
chief of the Comanches, told me that 
he was personal leader of the expe­ 
dition, and fully 1,500 braves of th-1 
allied South Plains tribes were there. 
•Parker also disrobed for me once to 
show a wound received in the battle. 
The bullet of a needle gun struck 
him just above the pit of the stomach 
aud. tearing to the left, uncoupled 
one of his ribs, making a dangerous 
and irainful wound. He was hurried

This speaks 
bad for all of us and particularly of 
our Christian friends as well as those 
of us who are changed with responsi­ 
bility of rearing families; time might 
have been taken at some hour in the 
day ho have repaired to the church 
and rendered thanks to our Creator. 
Let me say to you men of families; it 
is up to you what your children will 
be; a child is quite likely to follow 
the example set by father and moth­ 
er. 
From the notice given the governor 
and legislature by our entire delega­ 
tion in congress it seems that the full 
blood and minor Indians have been 
badly treated in our probate courts. 
This looks like we have been violat­ 
ing the pledges we made in order to 
obtain Jurisdiction of these Indians 
we pledged the faith of the state to 
protect them from the grafter. Have 
we done so? I can only speak for this 
township. We have not. We have hon­ 
est men among us w’ho dislike the 
way they have been treated. Two men 
while discussing the matter to day 
said that they had made an effort to 
protect some minors by calling the 
court’s attention to the outrage that 
was being practiced by a 
guardian 
and instead of the court correcting it 
he became affended and acted in such 
a manner as to make it a personal 
matter between them and the guardian 
and after playing from the band stand 
wound up by taking a little more of 
the minor’s land. They went from one 
court to another tribunal and receiv­ 
ed about the same treatment. I speak 
now for myself. I have no faith in 
the federal* officers sent here to pro­ 
tect Indians, experience teaches us 
that when a grafter wants an Indian’s 
land a way is fixed for him to get it. 
In this township over 1000 acres of 
Indian land is being worked, the rent 
paid to a lawyer in Ardmore, the 
minor gets but little. It is to be hop­ 
ed that the government will see after 
these outrages. 
Measles i nthe country has caused 
our school to drop off a little. It is 
thought that it will be of short dur­ 
ation. Maxwell wants to engage a 
gentlemen and lady as teachers for 
next term, although we do not expect 
to Improve on our lady teachers, we 
want a man at the head of the school.
